I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of 
Altrincham  for  the  year  1962, 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. 

The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  population  for  mid- 1962  at  41,300,  an 
increase  of  270  on  1961. 

Births. 

Registered  live  births  numbered  713  (368  male,  345  female)  giving  a rate  of 
17.2  per  1,000  population  compared  with  16.8  in  1961,  an  increase  of  0.4.  The 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18.0,  an  increase  of  0.6  on  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  713  births,  691  (355  male,  336  female)  were  legitimate  and  22  (13 
male,  9 female)  were  illegitimate.  This  is  a welcomed  decrease  in  illegitimate 
births  compared  with  27  in  19 61  and  28  in  I960. 

There  were  12  stillbirths  (8  male,  4 female)  - a slight  improvement  on  19 6l 
when  13  stillbirths  occurred.  The  rate  of  16.5  per  1,000  total  births  was  1.9 
lower  than  that  for  1961.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18.1,  a decrease 
of  0.6. 

Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  477  (276  male,  201 
female),  a death  rate  of  11.5  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  11,6 
for  1961  and  12.3  for  I960.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.9  for  1962, 
a decrease  of  0.1.  There  were  76  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer  against  96 
in  1961,  a decrease  of  20.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus 
decreased  by  6,  numbering  21  (16  male,  3 female)  as  against  27  (23  male,  4 
female)  in  1961. 

There  was  a dramatic  improvement  in  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  female  organs: 

4 compared  with  24  in  1961.  Mention  is  made  in  the  main  report  of  possible 
causes  for  this.  The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  cancer  was  1.84  per  1,000 
population,  and  that  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  0.50  compared  with  1.68 
and  0.51  respectively  for  the  whole  of  the  country. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-four  (57. 6^0)  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of 
the  vascular  system.  An  increase  of  29  on  the  1961  figure  of  245.  The  main 
increases  were:  85  due  to  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  (71  in  1961), 

and  95  to  coronary  heart  disease  (68  in  1961). 
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There  was  a significant  rise  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  bronchitis:  37 

compared  with  26  in  1961  and  22  in  I960,  whereas  those  from  influenza  and 
pneumonia  fell  (2  and  17  compared  with  4 and  23  respectively  in  196l) . Males 
were  predominantly  the  sufferers  from  chronic  bronchitis;  of  those  who  died, 

30  were  male  and  7 female.  There  is  little  doubt  now  that  these  increasing 
deaths  are  connected  with  the  increase  in  atmospheric  pollution  (domestic  smoke 
and  vehicle  fumes)  and  cigarette  smoking,  references  to  which  are  made  in  the 
main  body  of  the  report. 

Infant  Mortality. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  registered  during  1962  numbered  8, 

50fo  less  than  in  19 6l,  and  9 less  in  I960.  The  rate  per  1,000  live  births  for 
1962  was  11.2  compared  with  23.1  in  19 6l  and  23.6  in  I960.  While  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1962  was  20.7,  the  lowest  rate  recorded  in  the  country . 

The  neonatal  deaths  numbered  5,  giving  a rate  of  7.01  per  1,000  live  births. 
The  figure  was  12  for  1961,  a rate  of  17.34.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1962  was  15.1,  a decrease  of  0.4. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  puerperal  or  post-abortive  sepsis  during  1962.  It  is 
6 years  since  a maternal  death  occurred  in  Altrincham. 

Congenital  Malformations. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  a decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  congenital 
malformations  (2  compared  with  5 the  previous  year).  A.  survey  of  all 
congenital  malformations  is  being  carried  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Leukaemia  Deaths. 

There  was  only  one  death  from  leukaemia  in  1962,  compared  with  one  in  1961 
and  4 in  I960.  During  the  year,  a detailed  survey  of  past  leukaemia  deaths  has 
been  made  on  behalf  of  Dr.  Alice  Stewart  of  the  Department  of  Medicine,  University 
of  Oxford,  who  is  engaged  in  a national  review  of  this  fatal  disease. 

Motor  Vehicle  Accidents. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  an  improvement  in  the  number  of  fatal  motor  vehicle 
accidents  in  1962:  4 deaths  (3  male,  1 female)  compared  with  9 (8  male,  1 female) 

in  1961  and  6 in  I960.  It  is  imperative  that  more  care  and  attention  be  given 
to  road  safety,  not  only  by  drivers  but  also  by  the  pedestrian,  who,  if  careless 
can  cause  serious  road  accidents.  With  the  proposed  ring  road  improvements  for 
Altrincham,  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  eventually  be  a reduction  in  the  long 
distant  traffic  passing  through  to  Manchester  or  Stockport,  which  at  present 
constitute  a constant  hazard  in  the  Borough. 

Diabetes. 

It  is  dist®Hfbing  to  report  3 deaths  due  to  diabetes  in  1962  compared  with

2 in  1961  and  I960*  This  raises  the  question  as  to  the  extent  of  unknown 
diabetes  in  the  Borough.  Reference  is  made  in  the  report  to  recent  successful 
detection  c ampaigns  and  whether  the  Health  Committee  should  consider  a detection 
drive  in  Altrincham. 

V enereal  Disease . 


Reference  is  also  made  to  2 deaths  from  the  long  term  effects  of  syphilis, 
together  with  a reminder  that  venereal  disease  not  only  causes  prolonged  and 
debilitating  suffering,  but  can  be  fatal. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease,  apart  from  sonne  dysentery, 
was  lower  than  the  previous  year.  dor  the  eleventh  year  in  succession,  there 
was  no  confirmed  case  of  Diphtheria;  the  fifth  year  for  no  case  of  Poliomyelitis 
and  the  first  year  in  which  there  was  no  case  of  Whooping  Cough. 

Sonne  Dysentery. 

The  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  which  occurred  in  the  months  of  March  to 
October,  1962,  numbered  249  cases;  the  highest  number  of  cases  recorded  since 
1951  (32  cases).  Pull  details  of  the  outbreak  are  given  in  the  main  report, 
and  an  account  of  the  extent  and  control  of  the  outbreak  was  published  in  "The 
Medical  Officer"  16th  October,  1962. 

Smallpox . 

There  was  a serious  outbreak  of  smallpox  in  England  and  v/ales  in  1962, 
resulting  in  62  confirmed  cases  of  whom  23  (Lfi.yfo)  died.  One  direct  contact 
of  the  South  Wales  outbreak  (46  cases  of  whom  19  (41  •3%)  died)  was  a lorry  driver 
living  in  Timperley.  Pull  details  are  reported  of  the  surveillance  measures 
undertaken. 

Later  in  the  year,  similar  surveillance  measure  were  necessary  for  3 
ALtrincuam  contacts  of  a confirmed  case  of  smallpox  on  the  S.S.  Orion. 

Tuberculosis. 

There  were  25  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  reported  in  1962,  compared 
.vith  9 in  1961.  This  is  principally  due  to  the  highly  successful  Mass  Radiography 
survey  held  in  the  ALtrincham,  Hale  and  Bowdon  areas  between  the  14th  September 
to  12th  April,  1962,  and  reported  in  detail  in  the  main  text. 

+ 

A total  of  12,440  persons  were  X-rayed  during  this  period,  of  whom  8,000 
were  from  factories  or  offices,  and  4,840  members  of  the  general  public.  This 
was  an  overall  increase  of  10£t  on  the  previous  survey  held  4 years  ago  in  1958. 

Sixteen  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring  treatment  or  observation 
were  found,  giving  an  incidence  rate  of  1.2  per  1,000.  This  compares  favourably 
with  1958  when  20  cases  were  found,  a rate  of  1,7  per  1,000  x-rayed.  In 
addition,  7 neoplasms  (cancer)  of  the  lung  were  discovered,  mainly  in  middle 
aged  men. 
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A highlight  of  the  survey  was  the  excellent  co-operation  between  Dr. 

Rimington  (Unit  Medical  Director)  and  iiis  staff,  and  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  which  went  a long  way  to  make  the  survey  so  successful. 

Slum  Clearance. 

Further  progress  can  be  reported  during  the  year,  with  the  demolition  of 
96  houses  in  the  Newtown  area  (Compulsory  Purchase  Order  confirmed  in  196l).  A 
further  13 6 unfit  houses  were  represented  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  in 
November,  and  confirmed  by  Council  in  December,  1962.  These  houses  form  three 
Clearance  Areas,  (Sgerton  Terrace  area;  Oakfield  Road  area  and  Heyes  Street  area) 
and  comprise  409  occupants. 

Clean  Air. 

The  Council  approved  a further  four  smoke  control  areas  (areas  No.  T-10)  at 
their  meeting  in  April,  1962.  These  comprised  1,473  premises  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  £24,270. 

Smoke  control  areas  4 and  5 came  into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1962.  They 
comprise  31  houses  in  Timperley  (area  No.  4)  and  142  houses  in  the  New  Street 
area  (area  No.  5).  Later  in  the  year,  a completely  fresh  plan  was  made  to'  create  ti 
whole  Borough  a Smoke  Control  Area  within  10  years.  This  plan  was  apjroved  by  Counci 
January,  19  63.  It.  will  involve  13,707  premises  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
£342,700.  Complete  details  of  the  plans  to  create  these  new  control  areas  will 
be  reported  in  the  1963  report. 


Food  Hygiene. 


An  important  feature  during  the  year  was  the  Ministry  of  Health' s approval 
for  the  Borough  to  become  its  own  Food  and  Drug  Authority  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955.  This  approval  dated  from  the  1st  May,  1962,  Since  that  date, 
95  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  of  which  58  were  of 
milk  and  37  consisted  of  a variety  of  foodstuffs.  Two  samples  (one  a dirty 
milk  bottle  and  one  a bread  sample),  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and 
informal  action  was  taken  in  both  instances.  Details  are  given  in  the  main 
report  of  two  successful  prosecutions  taken  under  Section  2 of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955. 

Staff. 


There  were  several  staff  changes  during  the  year.  The  public  health 
inspectorate  establishment  being  reviewed  with  improved  salary  structure  for  the 
Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  two  newly  appointed  inspectors: 

Mr.  B.  Ashfield  from  Manchester  Public  Health  Department  (appointed  25th  June, 
1962)  and  Mr.  K.  Bury  from  Wilmslow  Public  Health  Department  (appointed  2nd  July, 
1962).  Mr.  J.E.  Crickmore  retired  on  the  31st  October,  1962,  after  47  years 
service  with  this  Authority.  His  exemplary  service  was  recognised  by  the 
Council  in  their  presentation  to  him  of  a gold  watch  to  mark  the  occasion.  All 
wish  him  a very  long  and  happy  retirement. 

Finally,  I would  wish  to  single  out  Mr.  M,  Dickinson,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
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Inspector,  for  his  constant  support  and  loyalty  during  the  year  and  for  his 
assistance  in  compiling  the  sections  of  the  Annual  Report  on  Cleansing  and  the 
Sanitary  Services.  my  appreciation  is  also  extended  to  all  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  efficient  work,  especially  during 
the  Dysentery  outbreak. 

Once  again,  my  thanks  are  extended  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  in  providing  the  health  services  of  the  Borough  of 

Altrincham.

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GENERAL  FEATURES  CP  THE  BOROUGH. 


The  Borough  is  situated  in  the  northern  part  of  Mid-Cheshire,  some  8 miles 
south  of  Manchester. 

The  total  population  in  accordance  with  the  Registrar  General's  Estimate 

is  41,300. 

There  is  a considerable  industrial  area  containing  several  large  engineering 
work:, of  world  wide  repute,  and  a number  of  smaller  concerns  and  factories, 
providing  employment  for  approximately  17,000. 

A fair  proportion  of  the  population  is  residential,  with  business  interests 
in  Manchester,  Salford  and  other  towns. 

The  main  shopping  centre  and  public  market  provide  facilities  for  a large 
number  of  people  from  adjoining  districts. 


The  public  market  is  held  on  Tuesday  and  Saturday  of  each  week,  and  is  well 
patronised  by  shoppers  from  a very  wide  area. 

The  Municipality  provides  Public  Libraries  and  Public  Swimming  Baths. 

There  is  an  18  hole  Municipal  Golf  Course,  Tennis  Courts,  Recreation  Grounds, 
all  of  which  provide  wide  open  spaces  in  the  Borough.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


There  was  a considerable  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  notified  infectious 
diseases  during  the  year  (656  compared  with  879  in  196l) . This  was  due  to  the 
reduction  in  measles  cases  (365  compared  with  810  in  1961) . 

Smallpox. 

No  cases  of  smallpox  occurred  in  Altrincham  during  the  year,  although  there 
were  outbreaks  in  England  and  Wales  between  December,  1961,  and  April,  1962, 
resulting  in  62  confirmed  cases  of  whom  25  subsequently  died. 

There  was,  however,  one  direct  smallpox  contact,  discovered  in  Altrincham, 
of  the  outbreak  in  South  Wales  (9th  February  - 15th  April,  1962,  involving  46 
cases,  of  whom  19  died). 

Details  of  the  Altrincham  contact  are  as  follows 

On  Tuesday  10th  April,  1962,  telephone  message  received  from  the  Divisional 
Lcdical  Officer  for  Central  Gloucestershire  that  a heavy  goods  vehicle  driver, 
living  in  Timpcrlcy,  had  informed  the  Police  that  he  had  visited  the  Morgannwg 
Psychiatric  Hospital  in  South  Wales  on  Wednesday  4th  April,  1962,  to  deliver  one 
ton  of  cake  mix.  He  was  at  the  hospital  for  45  minutes,  visiting  the  stores 
and  kitchen,  assistance  being  given  by  two  of  the  inmates  of  the  hospital  to 
unload  his  vehicle. 

On  the  6th  April  - two  days  later,  eight  cases  of . smallpox  developed  in  F 3 
ward  of  that  hospital.  A further  10  cases  came  to  light  by  the  13th  April. 

Two  further  cases  occurred  on  the  15th  April,  and  one  again  on  the  10th  April, 

Of  these  21  cases  of  smallpox,  13  died. 

With  this  background  to  his  contact  of  the  smallpox  - infected  hospital, 
the  lorry  driver  was  visited  at  his  home  in  Timperley  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  His  fanily  consisted  of  himself,  wife  and  three  children.  They  gave 
a history  of  successful  vaccination  in  infancy,  and  the  husband  had  also  been  vaccrin-- 
ated  again  in  the  Forces,  They  were  now  successfully  re- vaccinated  on  the  10th 
April . 

In  view  of  the  closeness  of  this  man’s  contact  with  the  infected  hospital, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  decided  to  keep  him  under  daily  surveillance  at 
his  home  for  21  days;  the  period  of  surveillance  to  run  from  the  4th  to  25th 
April.  Fortunately,  the  surveillance  was  uneventful;  all  members  of  the 
family  remained  well  and  the  man  was  allowed  to  return  to  work  on  the  25th  April, 
1962. 


But  for  this  action,  it  is  possible  that  smallpox  may  have  been  introduced 
into  this  area.  So  that  the  man  would  not  loose  his  wages  by  his  co-operation 
during  the  surveillance  period,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  exercised  power 
under  Section  41  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  so  that  the  man's  wages 
(£34. 15.10a.)  ’were  made  up.  The  Council  approved  this  action. 

In  October,  1962,  smallpox  was  confirmed  on  the  S.S. Orion.  A male  Malayan 
passenger  aged  22  years,  who  boarded  this  ship  at  3ingap0re  on  the  3rd  October, 
was  diagnosed  at  Suez  on  the  18th  October  as  suffering  from  modified  smallpox, 
and  was  removed  to  hospital  ashore.  All  passengers  and  crew  were  vaccinated  or 
ro-vaccinated  on  the  16th  October. 
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Three  of  these'  passengers  lived  in  Altrincham,  they  were  visited  on  their 
return  home  on  the  29th  October  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  All  were  fit 
and  well,  the  re-vaccinations  were  inspected  and  they  we re  revisited  until  the 
8th  November  (21  days  from  the  date  the  case  of  smallpox  left  the  ship  at  Suez). 

Sonne  Dysentery. 

An  offset  to  the  overall  reduction  in  infectious  disease  was  the  large 
outbreak  of  some  dysentery  within  the  Borough.  A total  of  249  cases  were 
eventually  notified  during  the  year.  Two  hundred  and  thirty  four  of  these 
(93.9^2)  occurred  between  the  months  of  March  and  August,  1962. 

This  outbreak  had  some  very  interesting  features,  especially  as  in  the 
proceeding  22  years  since  1939,  only  6l  confirmed  cases  of  some  dysentery  had 
been  recorded;  the  previous  peak  years  being  1951  and  1959  with  32  and  12  cases 
respectively.  There  were  11  years  during  this  period  when  not  a single  case  was 
reported  in  the  Borough. 

A full  description  of  the  main  outbreak  was  published  in  "The  Medical  Officer", 
26tn  October,  1962;  the  following  being  a summary  of  the  main  findings :- 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-four  cases  of  some  dysentery  (151  clinical  cases 
and  83  symptomless  excretors)  were  confirmed  in  Altrincham  in  the  six  month 
period  of  March  to  August,  1962.  A further  15  cases  occurred  in  September  and 
October.  Eighty- three  of  the  clinical  cases  and  16  symptomless  excretors 
occurred  at  one  primary  school,  a further  68  clinical  cases  and  67  symptomless 
excretors  being  discovered  among  home  contact  or  at  a day  nursery  (39  cases: 

18  clinically  ill  and  21  symptomless  excretors) . During  the  investigations 
that  followed,  a further  147  persons  with  a recent  history  of  gastro-enteritis 
were  traced,  who  on  repeated  stool  examination  gave  negative  results. 

The  outbreak  began  on  the  15th  March  when  a 10  year  old  boy  attending  a 
primary  school  developed  enteritis,  and  his  stools  were  found  to  contain  Shigella 
somei,  Two  further  cases  occurred  in  his  class  on  28th  March;  with  one  on 
the  29th  March,  5th  and  7th  April  respectively.  Prom  13th  April  onwards  there 
was  a general  increase  cf  enteritis  throughout  the  school.  The  outbreak  within 
the  school  finished,  on  closure  for  the  summer  recess.  During  this  pre-holiday 

period,  99  children  vr  ’C  found  to  be  infected  with  some  dysentery. 

The  day  nursery  outbreak  commenced  on  18th  April,  five  days  after  the  spread 
of  infection  throughout  the  school.  The  nursery  was  closed  for  nine  days  from 
the  25th  April  in  an  effort  to  reduce  spread  of  infection.  In  all,  39  children 
were  infected  here. 

Analysis  of  all  the  249  cases  notified  in  Altrincham  showed  that  152  (6l^b) 
were  children  under  the  age  of  10  years,  and  of  these  68  (44^7%)  were  infants 

under  the  age  of  5 years.  In  addition  there  were  24  in  the  10-15  year  age 

group  and  73  adults  over  the  age  of  15,  Males  and  females  were  affected  in 
approximately  the  same  proportions.  There  were  no>.  fatal  cases,  and  the 
symptomatology  of  the  clinical  cases  were  mild  to  moderate. 

Sensitivity  tests  showed  that  the  organism  was  resistant  to  sulphonamides, 
sensitive  to  guaroryci^. streptomycin,  chloramphenicol  and  tetracycline  - 
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information  which  was  circulated  to  all  general  practitioners  in  the  area  as  a 
guide  for  their  treatment  of  the  cases. 

Throughout  the  period  of  this  troublesome  outbreak,  I was  given  every 
assistance  and  co-operation  by  the  Altrincham  general  practitioners,  Manchester 
Public  Health  laboratory,  and  by  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  who 
were  responsible  for  following  up  and  collecting  the  stool  specimens  for 
examination. 

Tuberculosis. 

There  was  a dramatic  increase  in  the  number  of  notified  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  for  1962.  An  increase  from  9 (1961)  to  25  (1962).  This  is 
mainly  due  to  the  discovery  of  previously  unkown  and  early  cases  by  the  No.  3 
lass  Radiograph  Unit  during  its  visit  to  Altrincham,  Hale  and  Bowdon,  as  part 
of  its  survey  of  the  area,  between  the  14th  September  and  the  12th  April,  1962.

The  employees  of  numerous  other  firms  in  the  area  attended  at  one  or  other 
of  the  above  centres,  due  to  the  kindness  and  co-operation  of  the  firms  concerned. 

The  public  sessions  took  place  at  the  Stamford  Hall,  Altrincham,  and  at  the 
Assembly  Rooms,  Bowdon.  A programme  of  daytime  and  evening  open  sessions  was 
arranged  and  these  were  publicised  by  leaflets,  newspaper  announcements,  posters 
and  films  shown  at  local  cinemas. 

In  accordance  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board's  policy,  no  arrangements  were 
made  for  the  x-ray  examination  of  school  children, but  schools'  staff,  both 
teaching  and  domestic,  were  encouraged  to  attend  special  sessions  after  school 
hours. 

Results. 

During  the  period  of  the  survey  12,480  persons  were  x-rayed  by  the  Unit,  of 
whom  8,000  were  factory/ off  ice  workers  and  4,840  were  members  of  the  general 
public. 

The  results  of  the  survey  are  summarised  in  the  following  tables.  Table  I 
has  been  compiled  and  supplied  by  the  General  Register  Office,  and  is  based  on 
a ten  per  cent  sample  of  the  record  cards  completed  during  the  survey.  The 
table  is  not  strictly  accurate  in  detail,  but  is  sufficient  to  give  a fairly 
correct  indication  of  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  various  examinee 
groups  attending  the  Unit.  The  other  tables  are  strictly  accurate,  having 
been  compiled  from  the  individual  record  cards. 
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The  figures  in  brackets  give  the  incidence  rate  of  tuberculous  cases  rcouiring  treatment  or  close 

supervision  per  thousand  peo  ;le  examined. 
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COMMENTS. 


1)  The  total  number  of  examinees  attending  the  Unit  rose  by  nearly  10^>  on  the 
1958  survey  figure.  The  general  public  attendance  shows  a 20%  increase. 
The  figures  from  industry  show  a small  increase  of  about  3%  but  this  is 
accounted  for  by  one  large  firm  being  unable  to  take  part  at  the  time  of 
the  Unit's  visit.  Arrangements  -were  made  to  visit  this  firm  in  the  early 
part  of  1963.  (Details  to  be  included  in  1963  Annual  Report). 

2)  Sixteen  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring  treatment  or  close 
observation  were  discovered,  giving  an  incidence  rate  of  1.2  per  thousand. 
This  compares  with  an  incidence  rate  of  1.7  per  1,000  in  a 1938  survey 
when  twenty  cases  were  found. 

3)  Seven  malignant  neoplasms  of  lung  were  found,  mainly  bronchial  carcinomata 
and  the  majority  in  men  over  middle  age. 

All  the  abnormal  cases  were  referred  to  their  own  doctors,  the  majority 
for  further  investigations  at  the  Chest  Clinic  or  Hospital. 

Throughout  the  whole  of  this  survey  , it  is  very  pleasing  to  be  able  to 
report  the  cordial  relationship  between  all  concerned;  the  officials  of  the 
Mass  Radiography  Unit,  especially  Dr.  Rimington  (Medical  Director),  Mr.  H. 

W instanley  (the  Organising  Secretary),  Dr,  Fleming  (Consultant  Chest  Physician) 
and  his  team  at  the  Chest  Clinic. 

Measles. 


There  were  365  cases  of  measles  notified  during  1962;  this  being  a case 
rate  of  8. S3  per  1,000  of  the  population.  There  were  no  fatal  cases.  The 
following  table  comparer  the  number  of  cases  and  case  rate  per  1,000  of  the 
population  over  the  10-year  period  since  1952:-

It  will  be  seen  from,  the  table  that  Measles  epidemics  occur  poughly  every 
2 years.  -he  figure  for  1962.  was,  however,  much  higher  than  those  for  previous 
non-epidemic  years,  even  nigher  than  1953  (302)  which  was  the  highest  non- 
epidemic  year  during  the  preceeding  decade.  This  is  due  to  the  follow-on  of 
cases  from  19 tl  over  the  Christmas  period,  and  on  into  the  Spring  of  1962 
attributable  to  the  poor  Summer  of  19 6l  and  severe  Winter  of  1961/62,  when  a 
reduced  immunity  of  the  child  population  persisted. 
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It  is  hoped  that  the  proposed  measles  vaccine,  which  is  at  present  undergoing 
final  clinical  trials  and  tests  by  the  Medical  Research  Council,  will  "be  available 
within  the  next-  year  or  so.  Should  this  vaccine  be  as  successful  as  the  polio- 
myelitis vaccine,  then  there  is  every  hope  that  this  very  distressing  and  often 
dangerous  childhood  disease  will  be  at  last  conquered. 

Poliomyeliti s . 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  during  the  year.  This  is  the  fifth 
year  since  1956  when  the  Borough  has  been  free  of  this  disease.  Exceptions 
being  195&  (l  case)  and  1961  (l  case).  Prior  to  that  there  were  25  cases  over 
a short  seven  year  period  with  14  in  1956,  the  year  poliomyelitis  vaccine  was 
introduced  into  the  United  Kingdom. 

With  the  successful  introduction  .in.  1962  of  the  oral  oabin-vavccinc, 
it  would  seem  that  the  great  fear  of  paralysis  and  crippling  from  poliomyelitis 
will  disappear  from  this  country.  There  should  be  no  reason  with  the  great 
ease  of  administration  of  this  vacoine  on  a piece  of  sugar  why  all  the  citizens 
of  Altrincham  should  not  be  completely  protected. 

There  is  one  note  of  warning  - poliomyelitis  protection  wanes  and  will 
disappear  if  booster  doses  are  not  taken  at  regular  intervals  (3-5  years) . 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  only  5 cases  of  Scarlet  Pever  notified  in  1962.  This  is  a great 
improvement  on  the  previous  year  when  20  cases  occurred. 

Diphtheria. 

Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  reported  in  the  Borough. 

This  is  satisfactory,  but  onoe  again  I must  emphasise  the  necessity  for  all 
parents  to  ensure  that  their  children  are  fully  immunised  against  this  disease, 
and  to  keel}  up  their  immunity  by  regular  booster  doses. 

In  recent  years,  when  Diphtheria  has  flared  up  in  communities,  it  is 
because  the  general  immunity  has  been  allowed  to  fall  to  belo w 5Q&  of  the  eligible 
school  population.  Fatal  cases  have  all  been  confined  to  those  in  • 
whom  immunisation  had  been  neglected,  either  because  the  parents  were  opposed  to 
it,  or  because  they  had  forgotten  to  keep  their  child's  immunity  up  to  full  peak 
by  repeated  booster  doses. 

-/hooping  Cough. 

This  was  the  first  year  when  not  a single  case  of  whooping  cough  was  notified 
in  the  Borough.  This  is  the  culmination  of  a decreasing  incidence  in  whooping 
cough  over  the  past  few  years  due  to  the  increasing  u^e  of  triple  antigen 
injections  by  general  practitioners  and  school  medical  officers. 

This  is  something  to  be  proud  of  as  Altrincham  is  one  of  the  few  boroughs 
of  similar  size  in  England  and  Wales  with  this  dramatic  response  in  the 
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prevention  of  a disease,  which  only  a few  years  ago  caused  so  much  distress  and 
permanent  chest  damage  in  the  young  child.  Much  of  the  chest  troubles  in  adult 
life  (chronic  bronchitis,  asthma,  etc.)  is  primarily  due  to  initial  lung  damage 
as  a result  of  whooping  cough  in  childhood. 

If  anyone  had  any  doubts  about  the  value  of  prophylactic  prevention  of 
disease  by  immunisation,  then  surely  this  is  an  example  which  will  convince 
the  most  sceptical. 

Pneumonia. 

There  was  a fall  in  the  number  of  notified  cases  of  pneumonia  from  23  in 
1961  to  9 in  I960.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  there  was  no  influenzal 
epidemic  during  the  winter  period.  The  mortality  also  fell  from  25  in  1961 
to  1?  in  1962  - a factor  which  under  the  circumstances  was  to  be  expected. 

DEATHS. 

Cancer. 


It  is  interesting  and  encouraging  to  report  a decrease  in  the  overall  figure 
of  cancer  deaths  for  the  year  (76  compared  with  96  in  1961) . 

Lung  carcinoma  fell  from  27  in  1961  to  21  in  1962  (18  male  and  3 female). 
Once  again  the  incidence  was  six  times  greater  on  male  than  female.  Is  this  due 
to  the  great  predominance  of  male  cigarette  smokers  compared  with  female  smokers? 
Has  the  overall  reduction  been  due  to  a possible  reduced  cigarette  smoking 
following  upon  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians'  report  on  lung  cancer  and 
cigarette  smoking  published  in  19627  Only  time  will  tell  whether  sensible 
minded  persons  have  taken  heed  of  the  warning  expressed  by  the  Medical  Profession 
that  the  incidence  of  cancer  of  the  lung  would  beyond  doubt  seem  to  be  linked 
with  the  increased  smoking  habits  of  the  nation. 

There  was  an  important  falling  off  in  death  from  cancer  of  female  organs: 
breast  cancer  deaths  fell  from  13  in  1961  to  4 in  196 2 e There  were  no  deaths 
during  the  year  from  carcinoma  of  the  uterus.  In  1961  and  i960  there  were  11 
and  8 deaths  respectively. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  encouraging  improvement  will  continue.  This 
is  probably  due  to  several  factors 

(1)  Earlier  diagnosis  due  to  women  seeking  advice  at  a much 
earlier  stage  in  the  development  of  a lump  in  the  breast. 

(2)  Improved  surgical  techniques,  radiation  and  hormonal  treatments. 

Diabetes. 


Deaths  increased  from  two  in  i960  and  1961  to  five  in  1962  (3  male  and  2 
female) . 

In  recent  years  there  have  been  some  ten  to  fifteen  selective  campaigns 
by  local  authorities  to  trace,  by  means  of  a simple  urine  test  for  sugar,  the 
presence  of  unknown  diabetics  within  a community. 
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The  discovery  of  these  diabetics  ensures  proper  treatment  at  the  earliest 
possible  stage  in  the  disease,  so  enabling  many  to  be  cured  by  means  of  proper 
dieting  and  at  the  same  time  prevents  the  lapse  of  time  in  discovering  a diabetic 
which  enables  the  disease  to  gain  a "sure  foothold"  in  the  individual. 

I consider  that  the  results  of  these  recent  campaigns  should  be  considered 
by  the  Health  Committee  in  order  to  reach  a conclusion  whether  or  not  a similar 
Diabetes  Detection  Campaign  be  arranged  for  Altrincham. 

Bronchitis. 


There  was  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  attributed  to 
bronchitis:  37  compared  with  26  in  the  previous  year.  Once  again  the  great 

proportion  were  men  compared  with  women  (30  and  7 respectively). 

This  is  a very  interesting  trend  compared  with  the  reduced  incidence  of  lung 
cancer  deaths.  As  mentioned  earlier,  the  attention  drawn  to  the  dangers  of 
cigarette  smoking  may  have  affected  the  reduction  in  lung  cancer  deaths,  certainly 
the  increasing  problem  of  smoke  pollution  would  seem  to  bear  a relationship  to 
this  increase  in  bronchitis  mortality. 

Coronary  Artery  Disease. 

There  were  274  deaths  due  to  disease  of  the  cardio  and  cerebro- vascular 
systems  compared  with  245  the  previous  year.  The  significant  increases  were  in 
both  coronery  artery  disease  (95  compared  with  66  in  196l)  and  vascular  diseases 
of  the  nervous  system  (85  compared  with  71  in  1961). 

Motor  Vehicle  Accidents. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  a decrease  in  the  number  of  fatal  motor 
car  accidents  from  9 in  1961  to  4 in  1962. 

Congenital  Malformations. 

Mortality  due  to  these  conditions  fell  from  25  in  1961  to  2 in  1962,  none 
of  which  we  re  due  to  the  use  cf  the  drug  'Thalidomide'  in  the  ante-natal  period 
of  pregnancy. 

Syphilis. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  the  long  term  effect  of  venereal  disease  during 
the  year.  The  previous  year  there  were  no  deaths. 

It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly  that  venereal  disease  can  have  a very 
long  term  effect  upon  the  health  of  a victim,  resulting  sometimes  in  death  many 
years  after  the  initial  infection.  In  the  interim  period,  much  unnecessary 
suffering,  and  often  transmission  of  infection  to  innocent  victims  can  occur.

The  above  colif orm  bacteria  we  re  derived  from  "aftergrowths"  in  deposits  in 
mains.  On  the  same  days  as  the  25  samples  with  B coli  present  were  taken,  63 
other  samples  were  also  taken  and  these  were  coli-free  or  excellent. 

Of  the  25  samples  with  colif  orm  bacteria  present,  33  samples  contained  only 
1 B coli  per  100  mis  and  21  contained  not  more  than  2 B coli,  of  which  10 
samples  contained  1 faecal  B coli  per  100  mis. 

The  v/ater  has  been  of  excellent  chemical  quality  and  very  satisfactory 
bacteriological  quality  throughout  the  year. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS. 

Eleven  samples  of  bath  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Nine  were  satisfactory.  The  2 un satisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  the  large 
plunge  bath  and  the  small  plunge  bath  on  the  same  day  when  the  baths  were  over- 
loaded due  to  an  unexpected  influx  of  bathers. 

Since  this  occurred,  strict  watch  has  been  kept  on  the  chlorination  plant, 
and  all  subsequent  samples  have  been  satisfactory,

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RODENT  AND  PEST  CONTROL 


It  is  the  dutj  of  the  Department  to  keep  the  district  free  from  rats,  mice 
and  insect  pests.  Regular  visits,  inspections  and  treatments  were  made  for 
this  purpose  throughout  the  year.  The  contract  scheme  adopted  some  three 
years  ago  for  factory  and  business  premises,  has  proved  itself  to  be  successful. 
During  the  first  year  there  were  twelve  contracts  valued  at  £105  as  against 
twenty  contracts  at  the  value  of  £173  for  1962,  Work  to  the  value  of  £21. 8.0a. 
was  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  destruction  of  insect  pests.

Smoke  Control  Orders  Nos.  4 and  5 came  into  operation  on  the  1st-  July,  1962, 


Smoke  Control  Area  No,  4. 

Two  acres  of  land  off  Deansgate  Lane,  Timperley,  consisting  of  27  new  semi- 
detached houses  and  4 older  type  dwellings  where  works  of  conversion  to 
existing  fire  grates  were  necessarjr. 


On  the  1st  July  all  the  necessary  work  was  completed,  only  one  Statutory 
Notice  under  Section  12  cf  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  being  served.  The  total 
payment  cf  grant  on  this  area  being  £119. 12. Id.,  of  which  l(/7ths  will  be 
recovered  from  the  Exchequer. 

Smoke  Control  Area  No.  5* 

Eight  acres  of  land  bounded  by  Regent  Road,  Normans  Place,  New  Street, 
The  Downs  and  Railway  Street  to  Goose  Green,  consisting  of  142  premises,  of 
which  60  are  new  Council  flats  and  maisonettes  all  electrically  heated,  and 
16  houses  and  flats  where  works  of  adapting  existing  fire  grates  were 
necessary,  the  remaining  59  being  business  premises. 

Twelve  Statutory  Notices  under  Section  12  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956, 
were  served  and  were  all  complied  -with,  the  total  cost  of  grants  paid 
being  £252.  18.  lid.,  of  which  4/7ths  is  recoverable  from  the  Exchequer. 


These  areas  have  worked  out  quite  well,  and  a great  deal  of  information 
has  been  gained,  which  will  prove  useful  at  a later  date  when  larger  areas 
are  contemplated. 


It  would  help  the  Department  considerably  if,  after  the  final  inspection 
of  the  work  of  conversions,  accounts  were  rendered  immediately  for  payment. 

In  accordance  with  Circular  k/62  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  the  Council  considered  and  approved  a 5-year  phased  programme  of 
Smoke  Control  Areas  at  their  meeting  on  the  3rd  April,  1962,  as  set  out  below

A further  plan  was  in  being  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  consideration  by 
the  Council  to  make  the  whole  Borough  a Smoke  Control  Area  in  10  years,  the 
approximate  cost  being  £34 2,700,  which  will  cost  the  Council  approximately 
£10,000  per  year. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  mobile  exhibition  of  the  Solid 
Smokeless  Duel  Federation  was  on  view  in  front  of  the  Town  Hall,  and  appeared 
to  be  well  attended.  Hearer  the  end  of  the  year,  a film  show  was  arranged  for 
members  of  the  Council,  when  various  types  of  clean  air  films  were  shown. 

MEASURFY-ENT  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  Council  is  a member  of  the  Standing  Conference  on  Air  Pollution 
(Region  South  West  from  Manchester)  who  collect  samples  from  the  various 
sites  in  the  district  of  participating  local  authorities.  In  this 
Authority,  there  are  3 lead  peroxide  instruments,  3 standard  deposit  gauges 
and  one  volumetrict  apparatus,  the  latter  being  in  the  attic  of  the  Health 
Department,  16  Market  Street,  Altrincham,  where  the  readings  are  taken  daily 
by  members  of  the  staff.  This  apparatus  gives  sulphur  dioxide  and  smoke 
density  readings.  Details  cf  the  results  found  in  the  Borough  of  Altrincham 
are  summarised  as  follows

FOOD  & DRUGS  ACT  1955. 

Prosecution s . 

Two  cases  were  taken  under  Section  2 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  at 
the  Altrincham  Magistrates’  Court  during  the  year  as  a result  of  complaints 
made  to  the  Department. 

A small  local  bakery  having  sold  a meat  and  potato  pie  containing  a fly. 
The  defendants  pleaded  guilty,  and  were  fined  £1  and  ordered  to  pay  Advocate’s 

Fees  of  £3.3.0d. 


The  other  case  involved  the  sale  by  a local  butcher  of  black  puddings,  in 
which  a used  match  stem  was  embeded.  The  actual  manufacturer  of  the  puddings 
v/as  lined  £10  with  £5*5«Od.  Advocate's  Fees,  whilst  the  summonses  against  the 
suppliers  and  the  butcher  were  di  smissed. 


Food  & Drugs  Authority  Status ~ 

The  Ministry  of  Health  approved,  on  the  1st  May,  the  Council's  application 
for  the  transfer  of  functions  under  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955,  from  the  Cheshire 
County  Council  to  the  local  authority.  This  has  involved  the  appointments  of 
a Public  Analyst  and  Sampling  Officers.

PUBLIC  SLAUGHTERHOUSE. 

The  management  of  these  premises  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Department, 
and  a full  time  attendant  is  employed.  Tolls  are  paid  on  a headage  basis, 
and  only  two  wholesale  butchers  and  one  retail  butcher  use  the  premises. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
visited  a new  private  slaughterhouse  at  Macclesfield.  Valuable  information 
was  gained  from  this  visit  in  that  the  Council's  now  Slaughterhouse  would  have 
a similar  through-put  of  animals. 

A wholesale  Manchester  butcher,  who  had  been  negotiating  with  the  Authority 
to  run  the  new  proposed  slaughterhouse,  finally  decided  to  withdraw.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  alternative  negotiations  were  in  progress  with  the  Butchers' 
Association  for  taking  over  the  premises. 

Once  again,  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  one  hundred  per  cent  meat 
inspection  was  maintained  throughout  the  year.

PUBLIC  CLEAKSIHG. 
Refuse  Collection. 


I am  once  again  pleased  to  report  that  refuse  collection  continued 
on  a weekly  basis  throughout  the  year. 

One  new  refuse  collection  vehicle,  a Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Pakamatic  cc.  1- 
pression  type  of  vehicle  of  50  cubic  yards  capacity,  was  delivered  on  the  3rd 
April.  This  vehicle  is  engaged  on  one  of  the  Timperlcy  collection  rounds, 
and  the  number  of  journeys  to  the  refuse  tip  has  been  reduced  to  two  per  day. 
This  vehicle  is  capable  of  holding  the  contents  of  450  2^r  cubic  feet  dustbins 
when  fully  loaded,  it  weighs  seven  tons  unladen,  and  in  my  opinion  is  one 
answer  to  the  increase  in  bulk  of  present  day  refuse. 

Progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the  maintenance  cf  vehicles,  and  one 
Pore  and  Aft  freighter  was  repainted.

Twenty  stands  for  paper  sacks  were  purchased  in  April,  and  delivered  to 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  in  order  that  they  could  gain  first 
hand  information.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  scheme  appeared  to  be 
working  well,  the  cost  of  the  trial  being  £100. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Refuse  disposal  continued  controlled  tipping  on  land  at  the  Cinder land 
Road  Sewage  Works.  The  use  of  the  David  Brown  30  T.D.  nngledozer,  purchased 
four  years  ago,  has  done  much  to  improve  the  condition  cf  the  refuse  tip. 

One  important  event  took  place  during  the  year  which,  it  is  hoped,  will 
have  a considerable  affect  on  refuse  disposal  in  the  future  in  this  and  the 
surrounding  districts.  This  was  the  setting  up  of  a Committee  to  consider 
refuse  disposal  jointly  by  Altrincham,  Bowdon,  Bucklow,  Hale  and  Sale,  It 
appears  that  all  the  authorities  have  limited  sites  in  their  districts  for 
the  disposal  of  untreated  refuse.

Public  Conveniences. 

One  new  convenience  was  in  the  course  cf  construction  at  the  end  of  the 
year  at  Stockport  Road,  Timperley. 

The  Council  decided  to  transfer  the  responsibility  of  the  Market  Con- 
venience to  this  Department  in  .April. 

Once  again  I have  to  mention  the  considerable  amount  of  wanton  damage 
which  has  been  done  to  public  conveniences  in  this  area  during  the  year. 

It  is  appreciated  that  this  problem  is  not  only  confined  to  Altrincham,  but 
what  I can  definately  say  is  that  there  is  a steady  increase  of  vandalism 
year  by  year.  This  in  turn  prevents  modernisation  and  improvements  of 
public  conveniences,  and  the  answer  to  this  question  at  .the  moment  Is  unknown. 

I would  like  to  dsress  here  that  the  County  Police  have  been  very  helpful 
in  their  attempt  to  keep  vandalims  to  a minimum. 

Public  Mortuary. 

The  public  mortuary  is  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall,  Although  some 
attempts  have  been  made  to  modify  and  improve  it,  because  of  its  nature, 
design  and  position,  it  could  never  be  a success.  The  Council  came  to 
arrangements  with  the  Hospital  Management  Board  to  have  effect  from  the  1st 
April,  when  they  would  be  responsible  for  all  mortuary  facilities  in  the 
Borough.  The  Council  would  pay  a yearly  sum,  and  the  refrigerator  in  the 
Council's  mortuary  be  transferred  to  the  Hospital  Management  Board. 

These  arrangements  are  working  quite  well,  and  I think  everyone  who 
has  had  any  dealing  with  the  matter  is  quite  satisfied.
